Dr. George to Burn Relay Aug. 23 


Enthusiasm. That’s what it’s all about in the 
Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Department. 

Talking with Bill Messersmith, a member of the 
Board of Directors of California Firefighters’ Burn 
Relay, and Rich Snyder, who has a published 
story in the latest issue of California Firefighters’ 
Burn Relay, announced this week that the annual 
relay would take place in Sierra Madre on Wednes¬ 
day, Aug. 23 at approximately 2:45 p.m. 

Dr. George Fischbeck, Emmy Award-winning, 
KABC-TV weatherman, arrives at Dapper Field at 
that time in Sierra Madre. 

According to the men. Dr. George, as he is 
known, will arrive in one of the two helicopters 
to be in Sierra Madre and will remain here for 
about 25 minutes. All area people are invited 'o 
join the firefighters with Dr. George that after¬ 
noon. 

This year, the fourth year of the relay that 
enables Southern California firefighters to raise 
money for the Alisa Ann Ruch California Burn 
Foundation, an extra day has been tacked on because 
of the popularity of the relay. 

Actually, the firefighters explain, activities be¬ 
gin on Monday, Aug. 21. 

On Day 2, there is a kickoff breakfast in San 
Bernardino Tuesday, Aug. 22. That day they are 
in Anaheim for dinner. 

The following day, Wednesday, Aug. 23, break¬ 
fast is in Fontana and the relay ends in Santa Ana. 

Day four, Thursday, Aug. 24, starts in Redlands 
and ends in Buena Pa''k. 

The final day. Day 5, is Friday, Aug. 25, 
when firefighters begin with breakfast at JPL and 


continue to the evening muster hosted in Long 
Beach by the Navy. 

The “pony express relay,” as it has been nick¬ 
named, gives the firefighters the chance to attract 
the public’s attention to the needs of youthful fire 
victims. 

Founded in 1971, the organization is a memorial 
to Alisa Ann Ruch, an 8-year-old child fatally 
burned in a backyard barbecue accident. The foun¬ 
dation assists in research projects aimed at im¬ 
proving burn care and treatment.

Messersmith and Snyder, the latter who is direc¬ 
tor of flight operations this year, as well as Steve 
Bickel of Sierra Madre, explained that two heli¬

Board approves 
$7500 for survey 

The Pasadena Unified School District Board of 
Education at last Tuesday’s meeting approved hiring 
a consultant to survey Sierra Madre residents con¬ 
cerning the possible secession of Sierra Madre from 
the Pasadena district. 

Bart Doyle, co-chair of Sierra Madre Parents 
for a Better Education (SMPBE), the group seeking 
secession, asked board members to seek legal advice 
on whether the board may spend $7500 for the sur¬ 
vey because it “would be a political act.” This would 
make it illegal under state codes, he contends. 

MaryAnn McMillan, an active member of 
SMPBE said, “I’m becoming extremely con¬ 
cerned that emotion is guiding everything on the 
district level at this point. All through the course of 
things no one has acknowledged the fact that if we 
(SMPBE) are successful, it’s going to have a financial 
impact. That’s logical, makes sense . . .What you 
hear is that we’re called ‘selfish, racist, uncaring.’ 
It’s name-calling and 1 expect more of the same 
from that board. I would like to expect professional¬ 
ism and 1 haven’t seen it exhibited yet. It’s getting 
worse ... all that emotion. It’s almost as if it’s 
(the movement) has been reduced to a personality 
level. They’re playing one personality in Sierra 
Madre against another. That’s no way to conduct a

The judge, however, 
waived time for 60 days to allow the defense 
counsel, Mike Duffey, time to subpoena wit¬ 
nesses and prepare matters vital to the case.

Dr. Tsai presents plaque to EMT1D heroes 


Dr. David Tsai, medical director of the Emer¬ 
gency Medical Technicians who hail’e learned defib¬ 
rillation, surprised the Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire 
Department Friday evening at their regular meeting 
by presenting a plaque to the men who had saved 
Hal Jordan’s life recently. 

Jordan had stopped breathing and there was no 
pulse when they arrived at his Sierra Madre home 
three weeks ago. After immediate use of the defibril¬ 
lator, recently purchased by the city for the depart¬ 
ment, Jordan began breathing and within a week 
was out of the hospital, totally normal except for 
a lapse of memory of that fateful Saturday three 
weeks ago following his heart attack. 

Dr. Russell Maatz, director of the emergency 
department at Methodist Ho^tal, assisted Tsai to set up 
training in defibrillation with the county. Tsai set up 
the eight-hour classes, taken by the volunteer fire¬ 
men, that consisted of one-half time of lecture and 
the use of tapes and half the time consisting of 
hands-on instruction with the defibrillator. 

“It’s part of my job at Methodist,” Tsai said. 

Eileen Rice, R.N., MICN, pre-hospital care coor¬ 
dinator at Methodist, interacting with all the EMTs and 
the paramedic squads coming into the hospital. 

“It is critical to get started within seconds of 
the attack,” Tsai told The News recently. “It is 
critical to get shocked (start working with the 
defibrillator). Cardiopulmonary resuscitation (CPR) 
only keeps the heart and lung at one-fourth capa¬ 
city but they don’t stop the damaging ventricular 
fibrillation that happens in some cases of a heart 
attack.” 

He said, “I thought it would be nice to give 
these volunteers an award for all they had done. 
I was excited for their success with Mr. Jordan 
and I wanted them to know how much they are 
appreciated,” Tsai said. 

Hal Jordan, looking fit and healthy, watched 
while Tsai presented the award to the group 


Friday evening, but asked that he remain in the, 
background. The News featured a story two weeks 
ago in which the Jordans had all members of the 
EMT IDs who had saved Hal to their home for 
an official “thank you.” 

Tsai told The News this week, “All the EMTs 
in the area are now able to perform defibrillation.” 


When asked if this machine is being used on 
a trial basis, Tsai smiled and answered, “Hal 
Jordan speaks for it all. The odds keep dropping 
by the seconds — the earlier you get to a patient 
the better the results. Everyone agrees that defibril¬ 
lation is absolutely one of the most important pro-

In a recent issue we have supported 
the suggestion, made by Ron Hutson, 
project manager of Main Street, that 
the city invest “a modest sum of 
CRA funds to make it possible for 
(that) prospective retailer to move into 
downtown.” 

Hutson asks if residents would 
support that action. 

In an editorial we noted that there 
were those who would ask why they 
hadn’t received help. But then there has 
to be a beginning for all things, doesn’t 
there? And maybe now is the time for 
that “beginning.” 

We have sat in on several sessions 
with David Wilcox, representing Econ¬ 
omic Research Associates, the consulting 
firm preparing a paper on Sierra 
Madre, past, present and future. Actu¬ 
ally, they are giving us statistics. They 
are giving us suggestions that might 
work. They are outlining possibilities. 
Their Hnal (and third) paper is due in 
a week. Everyone in Sierra Madre 
should go to the Sierra Madre Library 
to read this one. 

We have also suggested that Sierra 
Madreans who wish to support Sierra 
Madre financially should organize into 
some sort of development company 
rather than the City Council working 
with an unknown developer who might 
choose to level part of the town for 
his or her own project. 

Hutson followed up on the sugges¬ 
tion and outlined ways Sierra Madre 
could finance specific economic devel¬ 
opment projects here. 

One, he says, could be a limited 
partnership development corporation, 
either a not-for-profit corporation or a 
for-profit industrial development cor¬ 
poration. 

He pointed out in his column that 
in both cases “there was a close work¬ 
ing relationship with local government. 
Public and elected officials served on 
the board of directors or were otherwise 
actively involved in activities that were 
designed to attract new industrial plants 
or commercial businesses.” 

We believe that these are all for¬ 
ward-looking suggestions and should 
be thought through carefully.

We 
citizens are distressed 
over who actually makes 
final decisions regarding 
these and similar issues. 
Regardless of the density 
selected by the City 
Council, the developers 
are permitted to request — 
and possibly construct — 
the number of houses they 
desire at any time. 

At last Tuesday’s 
meeting, the City Coun¬ 
cil concluded it should 
consider the Martins’ 
new proposal an

tion rather than a “new”

At our meeting on 
July 18, we, the Board 
of the TELARTS Foun¬ 
dation of Sierra Madre, 
resolved to pursue Cor¬ 
rection to the serious lack 
of compliance with 
certain provisions of Sec¬ 
tion 10 (“Services to 
the City”) of the 
Franchise Agreement 
between Cablevision of 
Arcadia and Sierra 
Madre and the city of 
Sierra Madre. It is the 
position of the TELARTS 
Foundation that Cable- 
vision is in non-com¬ 
pliance with the following 
specific provisions 
of the agreement: 

1) Access to a fully 
equipped color studio 
in Arcadia/Sierra Madre 
(10.J.6). We believe a 
“fully equipped color 
studio” is a studio 
equipped with a video 
system designed 
'for studio use, not a 
collection of consumer 
“home video” equip¬ 
ment incapable of system 
integration. 

2. Local Origination, 
Government Access, 
Educational Access and 
Public Access assets, in 
good working order, 
reflecting an initial 
investment of not 
less than $100,000 (lO.A). 

3. Two portable color 
studios (sic), understood 
to mean two remote 
Electronic Field Produc¬ 
tion (EFP) packages

this was the most con¬ 
servative approach 
toward “due process.” 
By so doing, this plan 
becomes exempt from 
the Hillside Ordinance. 
Our view is that this 
Martin proposal con¬ 
stitutes a new applica¬ 
tion, and legally should 
be reviewed as such. 
The review would then 
be subject to the pro¬ 
visions of the Hillside 
Ordinance. 

Our city attorney con¬ 
cluded that this legal is¬ 
sue was at “dead 
center.” Our concern is 
that a dangerous legal 
precedent has per¬ 
haps been set which 
can be used by future 
developers.

7. One character genera¬ 
tor to be housed and 
operated at the Sierra 
Madre Library (10.J.5). 

8. Foundation funding of 
$5000 annually (10.J.3). 
Payment for the year 1989, 
due in December 1988, 
has not yet been 
made. 

It is TELARTS inten¬ 
tion that, when live or 
tape-delayed pro¬ 
gramming is nor airing, 
the Public Access and 
Local Origination chan¬ 
nels are to revert to a 
normal configuration of 
being fed graphic mes¬ 
sages from the character 
generator which is 
supposed to be at the lib¬ 
rary. The capability to 
break into the normal 
configuration should be 
present at either remote 
point or orientation or at 
the studio. Until the char¬ 
acter generator is func¬ 
tioning at the library, 
TELARTS will furnish 
graphic text to Cable- 
vision for insertion of 
those messages onto our 
channels.

Hence 
the special prices avail¬ 
able at the .Mark Taper 
Forum, even “pay 
what you can” on cer¬ 
tain performances, and 
the lowered prices 


under certain circum¬ 
stances at the Los An¬ 
geles Theater Center.

school district. This is a $12 million business. It’s 
bigger than most companies. Why isn’t it run like a 
successful company?” 

Sue Levoe, co-founder of SMPBE, said she 
was as enthused about the secession as before. “I 
think it’s unfortunate that the district has now 
approved the expenditure of $32,500 of the district’s 
limited funds for attorneys’ and consultants’ fees. 
As much as Bob Sampieri (Deputy Superintendent) 
says that this is a prototype survey to be distributed 
district-wide, we understand that Dr. Bruce Cain 
(who is designing the survey) is a well-known political 
pollster. That causes me to question why the district 
is using a man of that caliber out of the school dis¬ 
trict’s office. Why don’t they just come talk with us 
themselves? We’re here. We’re waiting. We’ve writ¬ 
ten letters to each of them, inviting open discussion 
on an individual basis and so far we’ve only met with 
Ann Pursel who is president (of the school board).” 

The surey, according to a board report, will 
go to “a broad cross section of the community 
(Sierra Madre), not simply those that formed 
the secession leadership...” 

The board explains that the survey will address 
programs, personnel, property, policy and pupils. 
Once the survey is completed, an analysis will be 
compiled and given to the Pasadena Unified School 
District. 

The board has also voted to hire an attorney 
to address the secession for $25,000.

Creating the downtown everyone wants 
(Economic Restructuring) is a complex effort 
even in a small town like Sierra Madre. Suc¬ 
cess is dependent to one degree or another on 
local property owners, existing business com¬ 
munity leadership, public officials attitudes. 
City Administration policies, money, volunteer 
labor pool, promotion and many other factors. 

Take promotion, for instance. In most small 
towns people automatically begin talking about 
retail sales events such as sidewalk sales, red 
tag specials. President Day sales, etc. No ques¬ 
tion that activities specifically designed to ring 
retailers’ cash registers are an important part 
of promotion. But, as Main Street’s Promotion 
Council has been discussing, these activities 
may be of lesser importance at this point in 
time than other types of promotion activity. 

With the Main Street “promotion vocab¬ 
ulary’’ there are at least six other activities. 
First is the promotion of the Main Street re¬ 
vitalization project itself. The focus here is to 
make people aware a concentrated effort is un¬ 
derway. This column and extensive front page 
coverage by The News are just two examples. 

Image promotion is designed to increase 


consumers’ awareness of our downtown. Media 
stories about new businesses opening; pictures 
of remodeled or newly painted store fronts; 
removal of ugly, outdated signs; distribution of 
business directories and cooperative institu¬ 
tional advertising are all steps toward increasing 
the downtown image. 

Special events such as the “community flea 
and farmers market’’ proposed by the Chamber 
of Commerce; the 4th of July Parade; the 
Art Fair sponsored by the Friends of the 
Library; Mt. Wilson Trail Race and Wistaria 
Fete provide entertainment with community¬ 
wide impact and excitement to increase the 
number of people who visit our community. 

Targeted promotions are those which 
address issues that are key to downtown’s 
revitalization effort. Tourism is an economic 
resource, although for Sierra Madre it may play 
a minor role. Business recruitment includes 
compiling basic information as will be pro¬ 
vided in the marketing niche study currently 
underway; leasable space; current lease and 
rental rates. Once assembled, the data must be 
made available to businesses jnterested in lo¬ 
cating downtown as well as those we wish to 
attract. 

Public Relations is the last promotion 
activity and is ongoing. Whenever something is 
happening downtown that is newsworthy, pic¬ 
tures and press releases distributed through¬ 
out the San Gabriel Valley will increase our 
market places’ awareness of Sierra Madre. 
Cooperative projects among local community 
organizations to sponsor workshops and train¬ 
ing sessions to understand how to maximize 
community public relations efforts are often 
starting points. 

Main Street’s most important promotion 
role is to support, encourage and coordinate 
activity on all promotion fronts.

Immunization 
time for children 


The Los Angeles 
County Department of 
Health Services reminds 
parents that children 
entering school for the 
first time in Septem¬ 
ber, including kinder¬ 
garten, are required by 
law to have up-to-date 
immunization records. 

"All public and 
private schools and 
child care centers through¬ 
out the county will be 
enforcing the ‘no shots, 
no school’ policy,’’ said 
Dr. Stephen Water¬ 
man, chief of Acute 
Communicable Disease 
Control of the Depart¬ 
ment of Health Ser¬ 
vices. 

The required immuni¬ 
zations are four diph¬ 
theria, tetanus and 


pertussis or 

whooping cough (DTP) 
shots, three doses of 
oral polio vaccine and 
one combined vaccine 
shot of measles, mumps 
and rubella (MMR). 

Children entering 
school for the first time 
also are required to have 
a Mantoux skin test to 
determine exposure 
to tuberculosis. First 
graders must also 
have a physical examina¬ 
tion. Hib (laemo- 
philus influenza) vaccine 
is not required but is 
recommended for child¬ 
ren entering child care 
centers. 

Immunizations and 
tuberculosis skin tests are 
given free at all county- 
operated health centers.

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Henderson oversees $1.6 million renovation, 
building project at Santa Anita Golf Course

When the clubhouse 
facilities at Santa 
Anita Golf Course open 
soon, it will be the cul¬ 
mination of a two-and-a 
half year, two-phase pro¬ 
ject which has cost SI.6 
million, according to 
Scott Henderson, the 
managing partner of 
Santa Anita Asso¬ 
ciates which has en¬ 
gineered the renova¬ 
tion of the 55-year-old 
golf course and the con¬ 
struction of new dining 
and pro shop facilities. 

Work began in 1934 
on the federally owned 
golf course built and 
constructed by the Work 
Projects Administration 
at the site of a former 
balloon field. Henderson 
reports that those 
who have been around 
the course for over 50 
years tell him that there 
is no truth to the rumor 
that the old railroad cars 
were buried to create un¬ 
dulating fairways. 

The course was do¬ 
nated to Los Angeles 
County in 1938, and 
Santa Anita Associates 
took over three years 
ago in a joint ven¬ 
ture with the cou.iiy. 

A new pro shop was 
built two years ago 
as work began on 
improving tees, greens, 
bunkers and fair¬ 
ways. Dave Cuellar was 
hired as golf course 
superintendent, and Tom 
Conklin took over as 
building project 
superintendent. 

Course changes include 
flip flopping the first 
fairway and the driving 


range which will pro¬ 
vide a new first tee, 
fairway and fairway 
bunk, and it will also 
create an enlarged 
driving range, which 
will have lights for 
night use. 

Changes also are being 
made on the 18th green, 
moving it back about 20 
yards so that errant golf 
balls are not as likely 
to interrupt clubhouse 
activities. 

Soon to be com¬ 
pleted is the 10,000-sq.- 
ft. Mediterranean-style 
clubhouse, which can ac¬ 
commodate from 20 to 
200 in the Sunset room, 
a second story banquet 
facility for private 
parties, explains 
Linda Marangi, an 
Arcadia High School 
graduate who is club 
director in charge of 
banquet sales and pro¬ 
motion of food and 
beverage service. 

Marangi points out a 
veranda which runs 
along the west side of 
the dining room. This 
area can facilitate out¬ 
door seating and 
golf course viewing with 
umbrella tables in 
the summer and heat 
lamps in the winter. 

The Santa Anita Bar 
and Grill, a coffee shop 
located downstairs in 
the clubhouse, will ac¬ 
commodate 55 people 
for breakfast and lunch. 
Executive Chef Hector 
Reyes, who was with 
Otani Hotels before 
coming to Arcadia, has 
also planned a twilight 
menu of hors d’oeuvres.

Also on the ground 
floor is a “‘to-go” win¬ 
dow for golfers, a card 
room and a 50-seat bar 
with satellite television, 
featuring all major 
sporting events. 

This whole golf course 
challenge caused 
Henderson to leave 
his position at First In¬ 
terstate Bank. He had 
worked with the finan¬ 
cial institution follow¬ 
ing his graduation with 
a degree in finance from 
the University of South¬ 
ern California. After 
working for the past three 
years so that others 
would have a better 

place to play

golf, Henderson is 
hoping for the time 
that he too can chase 
that little white ball 
around.
